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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant's Appeal Brief filed on 03/28/2008. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-8, 13-20, 22-24 and 29-33 are pending. 

3. Claims 5, 9-1 2, 21 , 25-28 and 34 are cancelled. 

4. Claims 1,17 and 33 are amended. 

5. Applicant's arguments, filed 03/28/2008, with respect to claims 1 -4, 6-8, 1 3-20, 
22-24 and 29-33 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-4, 6-8, 13-20, 22-24 and 29-33 under 35 U.S.C 103(a) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4, 6-8, 13-20, 22-24 and 29-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are directed at protecting computations performed on an "untrusted" computers, 
comprising partitioning the computation into multiple computational units, generating at 
least one distractive computational unit which comprises a dummy computational unit, 
initiating execution of both the at least one distractive computational unit and 
computational units from multiple computations on the untrusted computers to inhibit 
reconstitution of the computations by an untrusted party and generating results for the 
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multiple computations from tine result data. The cited references, Jackobsson and Elbe, 

singularly or in combination, do not disclosed or suggested to execute dummy 

computational units along with useful computational units to inhibit reconstitution of 

computations on an untrusted party.
